News of the Quarter. 


The trade in foreign stamps is remarkably brisk even for this, the busiest season of 
the year. In fact there has been a steady increase in the number of collections every 
year during the quarter of a century that we have been identified with the philaletic fra 
ternity, but if the collectors have multiplied a hundred fold, the stamps which they are 
engaged in securing have also increased in like proportion. Twenty-five years ago an 
album containing five hundred specimens was looked up to as something wonderful, 
while now the first few packets purchased by a school boy gives him that number of 
varieties, while our leading amateurs count their stamps by the tens of thousands; this, 
however, includes many shades of color, together with varieties of paper and perfora- 
tion. ‘The ordinary collector sets his limit of desirables at about five thousand distinct 
varieties of postage stamps. 

The last three months have added the usual quota to our albums. In fact some ap 
pear to have been issued for no other purpose; for instance, Porto Rico has added 
the following to its current set: 

tc. de pesta green, 1c. de p. violet brown, 3c. de p. orange. 

Cc. rose, 2c. ‘* lilac, 4c. ‘black. 

What possible use can be found for a stamp of the value of one-twentieth of a cent 
in acolony containing no large cities, and where the capital would scarcely make a New 
England village? The number of stamps sent to supply the Island would seem to com 
respond with the denominations in point of minuteness, for our publishers exhausted the 
entire stock of stamps without obtaining one-thousandth part of their order, so if the 
next supply is dated 1881, this issue will doubtless become very rare. 
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Great Brrrarn.—Two of the stamps announced in our January issue are now be- 
fore us. The work is similar to that of the new penny, while the design is, if anything, 
in worse taste. The colors and values are: 

+ penny, green, 14 pence, red brown, 

The colors of the 4 pence and 1 shilling are changed to. 

4 pence, slate; 1 shilling yellow-brown. 

Maperra.—The old type 150 reis is now in use, printed in yellow, with the usual 
black surcharge. eye 

GamBiA.—The two beautiful stamps from this colony, which have so long adorn 
our albums, are now joined by four new values, while our old friends are now perforated. 
A shilling stamp is announced but we have not yet seen a specimen. me

Viren IsLanps—We are sorry to see the well known penny stamp of this Island re 
placed by one of De la Rue’s stereotyped abominations. 1 penny, green; same design 
as the 24 pence. 5 

Care or Goop Hore.—We have three surcharged stamps from this colony to chronicle: 

4 pence, blue; surcharged THREE PENCE in red. 

4 pence, pale red ‘‘ THREE PENCE in black. 

3 pence, palered = ‘“‘ 3 in black. 

TurkKEY.—The background of the 20 p. has been changed. 

20 paras, black on pink. 
Strmoor.—The half anna is now printed in blue. 
Cryton.—The color has been changed. 

4 cents, claret. 

Hone Konea.—This colony, in common with many others noted lately, appear to be 
struck with an insane desire for change, thus we now note the colors of the values 
altered, viz : 

2 cents, from brown to rose. 
16° “yellow ‘* blue. 

48 ‘ ‘* rose “ brown. 

Then the 5c. is now surcharged on the 8c. orange, and the 10c. on the 48c, rose. 

PortueurEse Inp1A.—Again we have to note changes of color ; the following values 
are now : 

10 reis, green ; 25 reis, mauve. 


Mexico.—Porte de Mar.—The authenticity of the small set of these stamps having 
now been demonstrated to our satisfaction, we annex a list of the colors and values, at 


the same time we would remind our readers that counterfeits of this issue were com- 
mon almost as soon as the set was announced, 
2 centavos, brown. 10 centavos, rose. 50 centavos, green. 
5 - orange. 25 - blue. 100 = violet. 
Roumanta.—Above we give an engraving of the forerunner of a new set about be- 
ing issued by this country. The color of the stamp from which our engraving is taken 
is brown. 
QUEENSLAND.—The new litographed would now appear to be completed except per- 
haps the surcharged half-penny is replaced by a new one of that value. As they 
have been noted at so many different times, we give the set below :

Counterfeit Charleston Stamps. 

In the January number of last year we exposed a counterfeit five cent St. Louis 
stamp which had been prepared with great skill by one of the most adroit counter- 
feiters which this or any other country has produced. Although we suspected the cul- 
prit we could not prove the crime on him; we nevertheless had sufficient grounds to 
warrant us setting a watch upon the suspected party. After months of labor thrown 
away our detective was finally rewarded for his pains by seeing the suspected individual 
enter a certain lithographic establishment, and in due time learned that the St. 
Louis stamps were made to his order by the firm in question. Moreover they had lately 
made a batch of imitations of the Charleston adhesive stamps for the same party ; this 
we can prove in a court of law to the satisfaction of any jury. Now, if any European 
or other collector (for we scarcely think he will have the temerity to offer them for sale 
in this country), who has been swindled by either of these counterfeits, wishes to have 
the culprit arrested we will guarantee to provide the evidence on which he will be convict- 
ed; in fact we see no possible way by which he can escape serving his country fora few 
years in Sing Sing. 

The counterfeit is, of course, a good imitation, but not as well calculated to deceive 
asthe St. Louis before mentioned. Unfortunately we have not been able to secure a 
good proof, so cannot give a very accurate description, although it is quite good enough 
for identification. The principal differences between this counterfeit and the genuine 
are as follows: 

Figure 5 too broad in the counterfeit. 

Ball on the top ornament touches the heavy line of the frame. 

Ball on similar ornament at left side touches heavy live of frame. 

The right upper oval border is composed of eleven dots, the other three sections being 
composed of ten dots each, while in the genuine there areten dots in the right upper, 
nine in the right lower, eleven in the left lower and ten in the left upper section. 

The differences are so many that we should not be surprised if the entire batch was 
consigned to the flames, which is almost certain to be their fate if they have not been 
sent away ere this is seen in print. Nevertheless this will not protect the rascal, as the 
evidence is equally strong on the St. Louis job if any of the victims wish to prosecute. 


Isle of Man Halfpenny. 





Our earliest notices 01 tue asie Of Man date from the sixth century, when a line of 
Welch kings ruled. To these the Danes succeeded ; then came the Norsemen, the sea 
kings. The overthrow of Haco of Norway in his invasion of Scotland in 1263 led to 
the transfer to Alexander III. of Scotland of the sovereignty of the Western Isles—the 
Hebrides and of Man. On Alexander’s death, however, the Manx placed themselves 
under the protection ef Edward I. of England, who bestowed it in perpetuity on Sir 
John Stanley and his heirs, on consideration of presenting to the English sovereign, on 
his coronation, a cast of falcons. The Stanley family now held the island under the 
title of the Kings of Man, just as the Devonshire family were called the Kings of the 
Peak, until James VII., Earl of Derby, adopted the more modest one of Lord of Man. 
During the Commonwealth, Man was held by Lord Fairfax, but on the Restoration it 
was restored to the Derby family. 














In 1733 Man was in the hands of the tenth Earl of Derby, at whose death, in 1735, it 
passed to the Duke of Athol, husband of Lady Amelia Stanley, a descendant of an 
early branch, by whom, in 1765, the sovereign rights were sold to the British govern- 
ment, while the last interest of the Athol House was sold in 1829. 

Up to 1270, the arms of Man were a ship with her sails furled, but in that year the 
present well-known arms of the three legs with the motto, as represented on the reverse 
side of our illustration, were adopted. The crest on the obverse is that of the Derby 
family, and is said to have been adopted from the following incident :— 

On one occasion, as a number of stonecutters were engaged in work, the infant heir 
of the Derby family was placed in his cot under a neighboring tree. A large eagle 
marked the child, and, swooping down, carried cot, child, and all away to his eyrie 
before he could be stopped. Pursuit was at once given, and away on the summit ofa 
steep cliff the cot was found, with the child still in it and noways harmed by its wonder- 
ful journey. In memory of this extraordinary deliverance, the eagle, with the cot and 
the child in it, was adopted as their crest by the family, and hence its appearance on 
the coin before us.—From the Coin Collector's Journal.

The price is 10 cents, or with characters, etc., already cut out, with wooden 
stage, and packed in box, 50 cents. They can be obtained in the principal cities, or will be sent 
by express on receipt of price. The next size, or that known as Seltzs, is four times as large 
and the coloring much finer. These cost 50 cents, or with one of the patent folding wooden 
stages, two dollars and ah if. 

‘*Last year the writer was invited to attend a performance of the play of Cinderella, which 
was to be given by the son of our pastor. On entering the room we found that the sliding doors 
dividing the parlors had been drawn together leaving just sufficient space for the proscenium of 
the stage to stand in the front room, a table cloth being hung above and bclow, so that noth 
ing could be seen on that side but the front of the stage ; four rows of cight chairs were ar- 
ranged ina semi-circle before it. These were occupied by the friends of the family, the smaller 
children being placed in the front seats, while the older ones remained at the back, where they 
could see over the others’ heads. The gas being turned low in the room, the little oil foot-lights 
on the mimic stage burnt bright, and threw light on the curtain, which was raised at the sound 
of alittle bell. ‘The performance then commenced, our young friend behind the stage in the 
other room, and his sister, reading the speeches of the supposed performers, and pushing the 
characters on the stage with wires at the proper time. With what a burst of applause the entry 
of the Fairy Queen was received when she was lowered to the stage by a hair, and the young lady 
read the tale of the sufferings of poor Cinderella. Then the scene changed to the cave of the 
Kobolds, and the little card characters were seen in the performance of the work necessary for 
getting the fire ready to make the little glass slippers. This is finally accomplished while a 
chant is being sung back of stage; but we have not time to recount all of the changes of scene 
from the kitchen to the ballroom, and from there to the castle court-yard, where the gorgeous 
equipage of Cinderella is suddenly transformed to the big pumpkin, and the poor frightened 
mice, rats and lizards. We left as pleased with our evening’s entertainment as if we had at- 
tended a concert conducted by grown people.” 4% 

% The large or ‘‘mammoth” size is the same as the Seltzs, except in dimension, the scenes 
being 22 inches high by 28 inches long, while the stage, being so much larger, there is, of course, 
room fer more complicated effects, such as real painted act drops and curtains that roll up from 
the bottom. The plays for these can be had for a dollar and a half, or the large wooden stage, 
with two curtains and play complete, for ten dollars.
